A Table That Shows Decatiir to Be 


•the Best Place to Locate the 


State Pair. 


Patrick Henry once said, "There is but 


one lamp by which my feet are guided— 
the lamp of experience." This is as true 
in reference to business as it is with ref- 
erence to political principles. If the facts 
show that the state fair was most profit- 
able when held in Deoatur then it follows 
that in permanently locating the fair De- 
oatur will be chosen if the interests of 
the people are consulted and the lamp 
of experience will be followed. 


Ex-Senator W. 0. Johns has prepared 


a table from the state records, showing 
the result of state fairs held in Deoatur, 
Springfield, Chicago and Peoria. 


This table, unlike some tables presented 


in the interest of locating the fair at 
other points, contains true figures taken 
from the records and are not doctored in 
the interest of Decatur. They can be 
verified by a reference to the record and 
cannot be refuted. The state fair, as 
shown by this table, was held in Deoatur 
in the years 1863, 1864, 1869 and 1870. 
In Springfield ic. the years 1853,1864, 
1879 and 1880. In Chicago in the years 
1855,1801,1865,1866,1883,1884,1885 and 
188G. 
In Peoria in the years 1857, 1873, 


1874,1881,1882, 1889,1890,1891 and 1892. 


DECATUB. 


The table shows ihat the average re- 


ceipts at Decatur were 820,835.21, average 
expenses $18,364.90, average g&m 82,470.-

It is also worthy 
of note that when Deoatnr made this 
record it had less than 7,000 population; 
had only two railroads; had no paved 
streets, no electric oars, no electric lights. 
The success of the fair at Decatnr grew 
out of ihe fact that it was then as it is 
now, the central point, and hence the 
most accessible to those who make a 
state fair a success. 


The fair had no state appropriation to 


aid it when it was held In Deoatnr and 
in the estimate in the table no attention 
was paid to the appropriations made by 
the state to aid the fair in other local- 
ities.

Mr, Stamper had been in poor health 


since before his wife died Sundi y Aug. 
30,1891, and had grown steadily worse. 
He died of cancer, tor which he iad re- 
ceived skilled treatment without perma- 
noatrelief in Chicago and at other points. 
He realized that there was no hope o 
recovery and bore his affliction with 
Christian resignation. 


In his lite time Mr. Stamper bad been 


an aotive'bnsiness man, Bud was also an 
official of the First M. E. Church. 
He 


came to Decatnr in 1813 and married 
Ann M. Snyder, January 15,18 6. Mrs. 
Stamper died in 1891 on the same day of 
the week and at the same hour '.hat her 
husband passsd away. 
The surviving 


children are Josephine Stamper, of Deoa- 
tnr, Mrs. A. W. Oliver, of Wiohi ,a, Kan., 
Mrs. Charles G. Martin, ot Deoutur and 
Mrs. Frank W. Oliver, of Wichita, Kan. 
Mr,Stamper was born in Bourbo a county, 
Kentucky, Nov. 1C, 1815, and wi.s in the 
75th year'of his age. Be came to Illi- 
nois in 1842 and as above stated oame to 
Deoatur in 18-13, engaging in the dry 
goods business. He was with Condell, 
Jones and Co., and afterwards was the 
senior member of the old firm of Stamp- 
er & Condell, which carried on the dry 
goods business for so many years in the 
building now occupied by C. )I. Baoh- 
raoh. Mr. Stamper was always a man 
of public spirit, who had a large personal 
acquaintance in the city and county. He 
was a member of Macon Lod( e No. 8, 
Masons.

Shortly alter his name had 
been added to the roll of Delaware law- 
yers he was made a United States dis- 
trict attorney, but eoon resigned the 
office. In March, 1869, he took his eeat 
as a United States senator. He contin- 
ued until called by President Cleveland 
to be stcretary of state. Mr. Bayard 
lost his wife and a daughter while serving 
ing that office. Eight of his twelve chil- 
dren are living. 


Would Seriously Injure Labor. 
ED. REPUBLICAN—If congress should 


reduce the tariff to an extent that would 
increase our importations on an average 
of one hundred millions per yoar, what 
effect would it have on labor and the 
finances of the country ? A MEOHAMIO. 


Supposing that the average earainga 


per man of those who produce manufac- 
tures is 81,000 a year, and that 80 per 
cent, of the cost of his product is repre- 
sented by his labor, saying nothing about 
the labor coot of the so-sailed raw ma- 
terial which he uses in his work which 
will amount to 10 per cent, additional as 
the entire labor cost of his product, to 
produce 8100,000,000 worth of manufac- 
tures, it would require the united efforts 
of 80,000 workmen one year. Estimating 
five to the family these ?0,000 workmen 
would represent a population of 400,000 
living upon their earnings. That living 
would consist of all the necessaries of 
life produced by tens o£ thousands of 
other people, which would include all 
kinds of vegetables, Hour, meat, butter, 
lard, hay and corn raised by farmers, the 
services of physicians, dentists and min- 
isters; the product of the milliners and 
dressmakers; tbe labor of blacksmiths, 
plumbers, tinsmiths, shoemakers, hatters 
and tailors; merchandise sold by mer- 
chants of every kind of goods; and brick 
masons, carpenters and painters to build 
houses for them. Indeed, if the 400,000 
people 
immediately representing 
the 


workmen and those required to famish 
them with the necessaries of life were in 
one place they would make a city of at 
least one million of people. 


If the tariff on the goods these 80,000 


workmen make were so changed as to 
admit into our ports foreign goods of the 
same kind and quantity, one of two things 
must happen, either the 80,000 men would 
be thrown out ot employment and they 
would cease to be the customers of the 
other class of people above enumerated, 
or they would be forced to work at suoh 
low wages as would enable their pro- 
ducts to b' sold in th's market below ihe 
price that the foreign goo-la made by 
cheap labor could be Isold. In other 
words, unless the $100,000,000 worth of 
foreign goods were kept out by a tariff 
or by lt,w wages the 80,000 men would be 
out of a job, and we would be buying 
the products of laborers who would not 
be contributing a penny to the support 
of the government, 


If we bought the goods abroad we 


WvUld have to pay for them abroad and 
our people would be $100,000,000 poorer 
every year, to siy nothing of the loss en 
tailed by the idleness of lour own people 
who were consumers when they were 
employed. If tho tariff ia changed so as 
to admit 8100,000,000 worth of goods 
from abroad, which we are now making 
for ourselves, it will be a sorry day not 
only for our laboring people but for 
everybody elae except those who hand e 
foreign jjuodu.

Leading Cities. 


THB WORLD'S FAIR H&YOR OF CHICAGO 


St. Louis Reclaimed by the Republicans 


—The Republicans Win in KaniM 


•nd Colorado, and the Demo- 


crats in Arkansas. 


Carter Harrison Wins. 


CHICAGO, April 5.—Carter H. Harri- 


son was yesterday chosen mayor of 
Chicago by a majority of 19,000, and 
the en tire democratic ticket was elected 
by majorities ranging from 16,000 to 
10,000. The beautiful weather brought 
out nearly all the voters, and the re- 
Bult was a large poll for a municipal 
election, although the vote did not ex- 
ceed that of last November. 
The day 


was unmarked by disturbance of any 
sort. 


The contest for the World's fair 


mayoralty was one of extreme bitter- 
ness. 
Mr. Harrison, who represents 


the regular democracy, secured tha 
nomination by defeating Washington 
Hessing, editor of the Staats Zeitung, 
who bolted the convention. The dem- 
ocratic newspapers, excepting only the 
Times, which is owned by Mr. Harri- 
son, were in favor of Mr. Hessing's 
candidacy, and upon his defeat by Mr. 
Harrison, gave their support to the re- 
publican and citizen's candidate Sam- 
uel W. Allerton, who was nominated a 
few days later. • 


Since Mr. Harrison's nomination, 


however, two of the papers have come 
to his support and waged vigorous war 
upon the Alerton support. 


The citizens' party reprosenting the 


labor classes nominated DeWitt C. Cre- 
gier for mayor, while the socia'ista had 
lor their candidate Henry Ehrenpreist. 


A Clean Sweep lor the Republicans. 
ST. Louis, April 5.—Yesterday's elec- 


tion marked the close of one of the 
most bitter and vindictive personal 
campaigns ever fought in this city, and 
resulted in a clean sweep for the repub- 
lican ticket from mayor down by good 
round majorities. 


The Globe-Democrat (rep.) of this 


morning says: 


"It was a clean sweep from top to 


bottom. Tuesday, April 4, 1S93, will 
long be remembered in the history of 
St. Louis. It was a day of victory and 
at the same time a day when murder- 
ers, cutthroats, ward heelers, thieves 
and thugs were turned loose in the 
city with instructions to elect the dem- 
ocratic ticket. The police were put 
under their control and carried out 
every look and nod of the gang who 
hitherto had 
been 
under 
surveil- 


lance. A more disgraceful scene was 
never enacted in any city. Decent peo- 
ple who went to the polls to cast 
their votes were assaulted and knocked 
down by thugs and then thrown out by 
the police. In many of the wards it 
was not safe for a law-abiding citizen 
to enter a poll unless he was a deu.o- 
crat. To complain to the police was 
equivalent to a knock-down. 


Kansas Swept by the Republicans.

Wichita was carried 
by republicans, after a hot light over 
the fusion democratic and populist 
ticket.

most hotly contested municipal cam- 
paign e% er experienced in Denver ended 
yesterday, and the result is the elec- 
tion of Van Horn, republican, for may- 
or, and the entire republican ticket by 
at least 1,000 plurality. There were 
three tickets in the iield, republican, 
democrats and populists. Last fall the 
demofrats and populists combined car- 
ried the county for Weaver, but they 
failed to fuse in the citv campaign, and 
the result is a sweeping republican vic- 
tory. Returns recieved are froin dem- 
ocratic strongholds and show the dem- 
ocratic ticket running behind. The 
vote was verv light in comparison to 
last fall.

Nim Shepherd Arrested for a 


Double Crime Committed 


in Arkansas. 


Betrayed by a Friend Who Feared 


to Have Shepherd at 


liiberty.

Nim Shepherd, aged 24 yeara, son of 


Frank Shepherd, who formerly resided 
in the viomity of Oakley, bat removed to 
Missouri 11 number of years ago, was ar- 
rested yesterday afternoon at 3.80 o'clock 
in McAllister's shoe shop in the old tab- 
ernacle building. Subsequently he was 
lodged in the county jail. He is wanted 
tor murder committed in March, '91, 
near Bogers, Arkansas. 


Shepherd has been in andjsround De- 


oatur for over a year. 
One night 12 


months ago, Sheriff Perl and Marshal 
Mason were informed by a yonng man 
from the vicinity of Oakley that Shep- 
herd had committed a crime in Arkansas, 
and that he was then in Decatar and 
oonld be found at a certain saloon. Only 
meagre particulars could be obtained 
from lha informer who was slightly 
intoxicated. A search was then made 
for Shepherd but he oonld not be found. 
Shepherd had disappeared. At different 
times stories about Shepherd and the 
Arkansas crime reached the ears of the 
police, and not long ago the Oakley 
party came to Deoatnr and said that he 
believed that Shepherd was working for 
a plumbing firm in the oity. Then let- 
ters were written to the authorities in 
Arkansas. A full description of Shep- 
herd was obtained, together with the 
particulars of the crime; also a good pho- 
tograph of the young man. The picture 
arrived yesterday morning, and as soon 
as they looked at it the offloers knew 
that they had seen the party somewhere 
in the oity. It so happened that the

By shrewd inquiry he found that Shep- 
herd was the man wanted. In the mean- 
time Shepherd went on to his boarding 
house. Imboden was close at hand watch- 
ing him. Shepherd soon came out with a 
pair of shoes under his arm; he came 
back up town, passing police headquar- 
ters. Imboden, close behind, stepped 
into the Bla rway leading to the mar- 
shal's office and blew his whistle. 
It 


was the signal for help, and Offioera 
Leech • and Brochway came down and 
passed on toward the tabernacle. Shep- 
herd had gone into the McAllister shoe 
shop. He wat giving directions as to 
what he wimted done, when the two offi- 
cers stepped 
through, the door and 


placed him under arrest. 
Shepherd 


offered no resistance, and there was no 
evidence of fear. He came out with the 
offloers and was taken to police head- 
quarters, where Marshal Msson put him 
htrough close questioning which finally 
resulted in the prisoner making a clean 
breast of the case confessing the com- 
mission of the crime but denying that he 
had done the killing. 


THE CHIME. 


Oily an outline of the crime can be 


giv^n. Nim Shepherd and his brother, 
Harry Suepherd, were in the town of 
Kogers, Ark., one night in March, 1891. 
They got into a saloon fight and a party 
mimed William Wright was badly beaten. 
The brothers left the town and went to 
the home of their sister, near the moun- 
tain, and went to bed. Wright got a 
warrant and with Constable Dalton went 
out to arrest the brothers. Taking no 
ohsnoes as they thought Dalton and 
Wright fired through the door at the 
ShepherJ biothers, 
In return both 


Wright and Dalton were killed. 
The 


brothers had their Winchester rill as close 
at hand and they used the weapons with 
deadly effect. It was firing at close 
range. Shepherd, the prisoner, claims 
that he fired but one shot, that at close 
range, the bullet from bis assailant's gun 
striking the magazine of his gun, render- 
ing it useless. 
In the firing the

finger shot off. Leaving Wright and 
Dalton dead the Shepherd brothers fled, 
pursued by a posse of citizens who were 
armed to the teeth. A freight train came 
along and passed slowly up a steep 
grade. Supposing that the Shepherds 
would attempt to get on the train, the 
citizens got into a bos oar and left one 
door part way open. Going up the grade 
the Shepherds emerged from their hiding 
place to get into the open oar. The citi- 
zens rushed forward and. captured Xim 
Shepherd but Harry ran off. As he ran 
the citizens fired at him and killed him. 
Nim was taken on to Bentonville, where 
he was put in juil. He escaped July 4th, 
with another prisoner, and Nim came on

To-day Deputy Sheriff T. E. Wilson 


and J. J. Barnett, deputy sheriff and 
also city marshal of Bogers, Arkansas, 
paid the BEFCBLIOAN a call in company 
with Marshal Mason.

rived on an early train this morning, and 
came after Nim Shepherd who was 
arrested in Deoatnr Monday afternoon, 
on a charge of murder. 
Shepherd has 


been visited by the officers. 
He says be 


will go back without a requisition, and 
the start will be made to-day. Deputy 
Wilson, who is a native ot Arkansas, 
states that court is now in session at 
Bentonville, and that Shepherd's trial 
will probably be held at the present term. 
An indictment for murder has been 
hanging over Shepherd for over a year. 
The particulars of the crime for which 
Shepherd is charged, given Tuesday in 
these columns, were substantially correct, 
with this exception that there were four 
officers—Dalton, Wright, McFarland and 
"Vandigriff—who attempted to arrest the 
Shepherd brothers at the home of their 
sister, Mrs. Dick MoOollum. The officers 
found the brothers in bad, and without 
stating tbeir business, they began kicking 
m the door and calling for a light. 
Inntantly Nim Shepherd began firing 
from his bed, and at the first fire Con- 
stable Dalton was killed. 
Vandigriff 


with a revolver fired and shattered the 
magazine of Nim's gun. 
Then Harry 


Shepherd began firing and killed Wright. 
The officers then fled in the darkness, 
and in trying to escape Harry waa killed 
and Nim was arrested. 


To-day the visiting officers were shown 


about the city by Marshal Mason, and 
their stay was made as pleasant as pos- 
sible.

Cov. Anpors fur jfross corruption in 
connection with the liaio lies Chalaiers 
ra1 iwo-y deal. The lieutenant-govern- 
or'ti decision created a sensation'at the 
time, and Mereier posed as a martyr 
•ml appealed to the province to vindi- 
cate hint. 


The people1, however, by an over- 


•\vhutmiiiK majority ratified the lieu- 
tenant-governor's action, and Mercier 
anil his party were, almost wiped out of 
existence. Since then Mercior has been 
a dead man politically, lie is Becking 
to re-establish himself by espousing the 
cause of Canadian independence and 
yei.tiTclay made the'opening speech of 
t>lt. campaign. 
Tlie speech was de- 


livered at Sohmcr park, a popular re- 
•ortuml an admission fee was enargcd, 
the proceeds boinc devoted to the erec- 
lion of a French-Canadian hall in Mon- 
treal. 


Owing1 to his recent political misfor- 


tunes Mercier has suffered considerably, 
and his speech, which he has been cjire- 
lully preparing1 for months, lacked the 
flro and vigor cf former days. It was, 
Jiosvovur, a careful study of the ques- 
tion that is now agitating* the Cana- 
flion public. In the course of his ad- 
<lrt'is Mercier Bald: "I do not need to 
toll that I propose to deal with my 
subject freely, without fear and with- 
out feebleness, and also without hatred 
toward KnyUml, and with all respect 
that is due to one of the greatest na- 
tion* on tlu> fflobu. 
I am French by 


origin, education and sentiment, but I 
nm not an anjflophobo. 
I mlmiru En- 


glishmen, but Kn^land has been indif- 
ieient to 'is. I admit that it lias done 
pood to us, but I believe that it has 
done more harm than good." 


Mercier claimed that the union of 


tipper and lower Canada had bei n ac- 
complished with the hope of wiping 
out the French element, but it had not 
Riveecded. As to the confederation, ho 
declared this scheme had also been 
framed in a spirit hostile to the French 
clement. 
Jn the place of the several 


provinces of the Dominion being sov- 
ereign like states- of the American 
union, it was sovereign chief power 
which hail been ceded to the fei.oral 
nuth n'ities. 


\Ii lions of dollars which had be- 


longi'd to the province of Quebec had 
ivl'.o gone into the federal chest and 
lind served to enrich the province.

"I understand 


anil you understand all the responsi- 
bility that I assume; all the animosity 
to which I expose myself and dishon- 
est, and malicious attacks to which I 
will l>e subjected because I dare to look 
the luture of the country in the faoo 
uml deal with it squarely. Hut I will- 
expose myself with a light heart to all 
those dangers. All I ask before lam

This political constitution 
which we have had since 1SH7 was in- 
tended bv its founders only as a tem- 
porary arrangement simply as a means 
t<> prepate us for a grander and more in- 
dependent. 
In grouping various En- 


glish colonies in British North Amer- 
ica under one government, the states- 
men who claimed the confederation 
have as their aim to render us so 
strong by the number of our population 
and extent of our territory tnat we 
•n mild be worthy of the respect of other 
Dvtimis and capable of making such 
satisfactory conditions. This idea was 
finally expressed ill a speech, delivered 
l>7 the father of tuo confederation. 
"If we continue in our colonial condi- 
tion." he said, "we recede; if we break 
the colonial tie we will advance. " 


As to political union with the United 


States, Mercier said: "For many peo- 
ple the immt'diato entrance of Canada 
into the American ITniou is the only 
solution to the problem that the futuio 
at Canada [uvsents. Nevc-theless as 
political union may become the ulti- 
mate end of our destiny, it necessarily 
lias it^ place in a study of the ques- 
tion, and I approach this burning sub- 
ject without fear or reticence. Thst 
iu (Wtuin respects such a union would 
tie of advent ige to as was incontestable 
;to all serious men. The advantages 
vcro to be found in a moral and rrmter- 
liil sphere. In the. material sphere the 
commerce of the west and the more ad- 
vantageous working of our mines and 
forests, the improvement to our agri- 
cultural industry, and especially "to 
our manufacturing industries, which 
would be assured of a market among 
65,000,000 people. Demolish the polit- 
ical wall which separates us from the 
United States; destroy the condition 
that keeps American capital out of our 
country and you troold bare an in-

pouring of riches that would surpass 
the most sanguine expectations. Min- 
eral property, industrial shares, gov- 
ernment and municipal titles would 
double in value, and thus would in- 
crease the richness of the people. 
Canadians would not immigrate to the 
United States, owing to laziness or 
want of patriotism. 
It is necessity 


that chases them from the country; 
that makes them to take the road to 
the United States, where they find what 
they arc not able to procure .here— 
that is, work, money, comfort, success 
and 
advancement in 
all 
careers. 


But in going to the United States they 
do not take their leave of their native 
country. 
Change our political condi- 


tion, ameliorate our economic situation 
so that Canada will offer natural ad- 
vantages that they find in the neigh- 
boring republic aud you will see them 
return to this country which they have 
cause to love and from which they have 
only been driven by necessity."

ereons who desired to make a test case 
or the purpose of obtaining a ruling 
whioh would decide whether the East St. 
Jcmis race track had a legal right to 
!Xiet. The race track having become an 
eeue in the city election of East St. 


iiie, and the claim having been made 


hat the oity officials were powerless to 
close the course under existing lawe, the 
natigators of the arrest, who were op- 
posed to the men seeking re-election, 
r.ught to show that proper legal stops 
would suffice to force the track to ens- 
iend operations permanently. 
Judge 


i^ilderman heard the arguments in |the 
case a week ago and took tha ma tter 
under advisement antil yesterday, when 
le rendered his decision. 
In deciding 


,his case be delivered quite a lengthy 
opinion in support of his ruling. 
Th« 


substance of the opinion was briefly 
ihis: The only question to be considered 
B whether there ia a law in Illinois pro- 
viding a penalty for gambling. 
The 


statutes provide a penalty for gambling 
except upon incorporated race tracks 
during the term of a regular meeting. 
This exception or proviso amounts to a 
virtual repeal of tbs law itself, as it 
>3imit3 gambling of any kind on a race 
iraek in operation. Therefore the proviso 
cannot be considered, inasmuch as the 
.aw is entitled "an 
act to prohibit 


gambling," and must be construed as 
snob. Hence tbe fining of a parson con- 
victed of gambling upon a race track or 
elsewhere must be sustained by the 
courts. 


Judge Wilclerman's ruling may have 
le effect of closing the East St. Louie 
:rack altogether. 
It certainly appears 


hat any or a'.l persons who make bets at 
ihe race tracfe ate liable to fina or im- 
prisonment. The case decided yestPrday 
night be taken to the higher courts, but. 
udging from supreme ooart decisions
